Harrisburg, March 30 (AP)-—Tile 
century-old U. S S. Wolverine, her 
iron hulk rusting lr Like Erie, may 
go forth to battle a last time—us 
scrap 
This granddaddy of live modern 
steel battleship would be .salvaged 
under a resolution prepared for th*1 
Pennsylvania 
legislature 
by Rep. 
Delbert W. Daliymple (R.-Erie). 
Hie 
resolution 
asks 
President 
Roosevelt and Congress to approve 
scrapping of the Civil war guardian 
of tile Great Lakes—described by 
Dalrymple as "the first iron-clad 
IXMit in the world which paved Hie 
way for the modern battleships ” 
Launched in 1843 at a cost of i 
$125,000. the ship was commissioned 
the next year as the Michigan and 
later named the Wolverine. 
After being placed on exhibition 
ut Erie and finally berthed on the 
peninsula, the Wolverine was allow­ 
ed to sink iii the mud of Lake 
Erie's Misery Pay, Dalrymple said 
"Perhaps this was on account of 
the President’s communication stat­ 
ing—‘It is Ute present intention to 
retain tile Wolverine in its present 
status under a loan to the city of 
Erie. 
It is my opinion that me­ 
morials such as the Wolverine con­ 
stitute 
a 
distinct morale 
factor 
which is of greater value than the 
metal winch would be made avail­ 
able by their reduction to scrap.’ ” 
Veterans who have served on the 
Wolverine, Dalrymple asserted, fa­ 
vor scrapping the craft and call it 
“un eyesore.”
